Applicant election of species A, Figs 1-3 is acknowledged however, the examiner 
reads only claims 1-4 and 8 on the elected species. Contrary to applicant, the examiner 
does not believe claim 7 reads on the elected species because the elected species fails 
to show the "a stop engaging one of three longitudinal edges". Accordingly, claims 5-7, 
9 and 10 have been withdrawn. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-4 are 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Onishi (US 5,769,365) in view of Kowalski (US 5,067,863). Looking at Figs. 12, Onishi 

discloses an attachment device comprising an anchoring unit (3) comprising tow 

preloaded against one another (at 7) gripping members (3A) for engagement with 

retaining projections (41 ) of a mounting rail (4) and, a bolt (2). As seen in the 

longitudinal direction of the mounting rail, the gripping members include V-shaped 

retaining projections (31) Onishi does not disclosed a receiving member having 

openings. In the embodiment of Fig. 1 1 , Kowalski discloses an attachment device 

including a U-shaped receiving member (85) having longitudinally extending and 
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parallel anchor walls (93) which, in have engagement points with corresponding 
retaining projections (see Fig. 12c). At the time the invention was made, it would have 
been obvious for one of ordinary skill in the art to provide the device of Onishi with a 
receiving member as disclosed in Kowalski in order to provide better engagement with 
the mounting rail. The receiving member would increase the surface area contacting 
the mounting rail thus forming a more secure engagement.
